1104" meeting, The Old Streets of San Francisco Revisited 
Jerry Schimmel (reported by Herb Miles) 


Jerry Schimmel, F.P.C.N.S’, spoke and presented an old- 
fashioned slide show on “The Old Streets of San Francisco 
Revisited,” a suitable addition to his talk and little booklet 
published by PCNS a number of years ago. Let me summarize. 

Where in the world is 5" Avenue South where Mr. J. J. Regan 
had his butcher shop which he then morphed into a saloon and 
then into an hotel? Well, it is or was in the Bayview district of 
SF, where Evans Street currently flows. And Tonquin Street 
which held the Golden Gate Hotel? Near the site where the Fort 
Mason buildings now stand and which the PPIE once occupied. 

Almost all of Jerry’s tokens reflected the old San Francisco 
from the 1870s onward, listing many old street names that no 
longer exist, Dupont Street = Grant Avenue now. Montgomery 
Avenue is now Columbus Avenue and so on. 

Since the tokens were so numerous and varied, with many 
slides featuring multiples, the full flavor of his talk is rapidly 
lost in reciting the older vanished street names, Devesadero 
(now Divisadero) Street, East Street, etc. However, the tokens 
were magnificent, Lucas Detective Agency, Hotel of Italy, 
tokens featuring Chinese characters and names, Hungarian 
names, Italian names, German names, Irish names, French 
names, tokens from African-American saloonkeepers, and all 
manner of businesses.

ipgrade for his Buffalo Nickel set, an uncirculated 1913 S, type II. 

Michael brought 3 medals to share; 1880 & 1913 Mechanic 
instituted pieces, each a little different from each other, a 1915

Robinson $1 & $5 gold. The latter were traded to Herb for his 
oken!
